PARA 87-A 

‘SPLIT-UP LICENCES’ : 


87-B (D The licensing authority may consider re¬ 
quests for issue of ‘Split-up’ licencels) against a 
main licence, for clearance of goods at different 
Customs ports. The applicants should make 
specific requests for issue of ‘Split-up' licence(s) 
at the time of submitting applications for grant of 
import licences. 

(2) Each ‘Split-up' licence will have a minimum value 
of Rs. 25 lakhs. 

(3) In the case of Actual 1 Tsers Licences, while issuing 
‘Split-up’ licence(s), the licensing authority will 
endorse the main licence as also each ‘split-up’ 
licence, as under— 

“The license shall ensure that total import of 
a ‘single item' against the main licence and the 
*split-up’ licence(s) put together, shall not exceed 
the maximum value limit laid down, and shall 
subscribe a declaration to this effect on the relevant 
bill of entry." 

(4) In cases where the main licence is valid for import 
of an item subject to both percentage value limit as 
well as the overall maximum value limit, the main 
licence and akso each hsplit-up’ licence will, apart 
from tlic percentage value limit, bear the propor¬ 
tionate specific value limit also, so that ‘split-up’ 
liceuce(s) do not result in the itemwise value 
exceeding the permissible limits.

(5) In the case of Additional Licences, the licensing 
authority concerned will ensure at the lime of 
issuing split-up licence(s), that the total eiiiitlc- 
ment , under the facility of flexibility, wherever 
permitted, will he retained on the main licence 
only. 

(6) The facility of spJil-iip licences, as above, will not 
be available in the case of REP/Special REP 
Licences, DTC and Diamond Imprest licences 
and licences issued under the Duty Exemption 
Scheme. 

(7) A fee of Rs. 100 for each ‘Split-up’ licence is 
payable by way of bank receipt/bank draft.
